The supreme conrtof the state de- 
cided on an old case yesterday, and re- 
versed the decision of Judge Chapin. 


It will be recalled that when Messrs. 
Hedekin, M^er and Kunkle were water 
works trustees, the council questioned 
their privilege to let contracts, and ex- 
pend monies without the consent of the 
city authorities. 
The council, through 
its attorney, Mr. Henry Colerick, sought 
to question their conduct, and in so do- 
ing proceeded to investigate the affairs 
of the water works department. 


The superior court interfered and en- 
joined the action of the council. Yes- 
terday Judge Mitchell reversed the rul- 
ing and sustained Mr. Colerick's posi- 
tion in this way: 


The common council of a city has 
power to entertain and inquire into the 
truth of charges of malfeasance in office 
preferred against trustees of the water 
works and to remove any or all these 
officers for good cause shown. (2) When 
the acts of the council are within its dis- 
cretion or absolutely void, or do not in 
some way affect or threaten individual 
property rights or the interests of tax- 
payers, they are not subject to the con- 
trol of a court of chancery. 
A court of 
chancery would not have the jurisdic- 
tion to enjoin the council from hearing 
and investigating such charges.
